The English 
manufacturers 


say the questions Involved are not of 
fair dealing to their employes, but 
whether English boot ana shoe mak- 
ing can be carried on at all in view of 
the Increasing American competi- 
tion.

It may either be drank with 
water, eaten AS it if, smoked in bubble 
bubble* or imoked in little terra aotta 
pipes.

It la aald to have the power of con- 


ferring a dual personality upon those 
who take it. Their dreams are extraor- 
dinarily Tivld, and every detail of them 
is remembered for a long time after- 
ward. They do not go off to Bleep, hat 
have a kind of fit, which does not sound 
particularly agreeable, though for some 
reason or other is evidently popular. 
These at least are anid to bo the com- 
monest effects of the drag, bat it affects 
different people in different ways, and 
to some get no further than a bad head- 
ache.

itu « Ore»t Field For Ime*- 


tl£»tl»n bT Metaphysician*. 


No field of investigation so pregnant 


with interest has been as timidly aban- 
doned to charlatans as the domain of 
telepathy. Until j;cry recent times it 
bas been almost entirely in tho custody 
of mountebanks, empirics of the worst 
type, whoso claims to 
consideration 


rested on cunning, shrewdness and lack 
of soruplo. If wo pause to consider that 
the phenomenon of thought transference 
both ill the waking and sleeping condi- 
tion was tbo initial inspiration tbat 
evolved the science of metaphysics, we 
may more nearly appreciate how fool- 
ishly workers in tho higher spheres of 
thought have relinquished the keystone 
of psychology to tbo most blatant types 
of quackery. 


Telepathy moans the transference of 


thought, feelings, sensations, etc., from 


person to another by some means 


other than tho recognized sense percep- 
tions of the recipient. It is tho commu- 
nication between mind and mind other- 
wise than through tho known channels 
of the souses. 


Tho first notable fact in conjunction 


with this class of cases is that wo inva- 
riably find a keen, sympathetic bond bo- 
twoen, tho "agent" aud "percipient" 
that is either the result of blood tics, as 
in tbo case of relatives and between hiis- 
cband nnd vifo. or it is cultivated inter- 
course, as between friends, or is tho 
outcome of a joint aspiration found 
among those who soek a common goal. 


That this thought transference has 


taken place between persons iu close 
sympathy witb each other is an admit- 
ted fact. The following case is selected 
from the researches of the Society For 
Psyohrcal Research, they having verified 
tho embodied facts:

"Every child is a born actor," he 


went on, "and to prove that we havo

;ors. It will be imitating in pantomime 
alternately the persons and animals it 
cnows or has seen. Ei«er tbe room and 
ask the little one to do that over for 
auntie or uncle, or whoever it may be, 
aud immediately there is a change. Self 
consciousness has come in with the 
looker on, and tho child is constrained 
and shy. Tho grace cf movement, the 
bright, animated gesture and inimitable 
expression are gone. As the child grows 
older this constraint, this repression, in- 
creases, particularly tu America, whore, 
from babyhood, she is taught toclisguiso 
her real feelings.

practical and interesting solution of the 
dilemma. Tboy make first class actors 
for the parts we need, because they pos- 
sess tho one indispensable qualification 
of having oome straight from tho draw- 
ing room, bringing theii faultless man- 
ners with them. "—New York San.

BADLY FRIGHTENED. 


Delphoi Baud of Health in a Flurry 


of Excitement. 


Thoy CUtl. Out a Olroular Wtrnlnr F»o- 


pl« to 8tay Aw»r from X*imft. 


The Delphos Board of Health is 


nothing if not enterprising and with 
a little small pox scare within not 
less than fourteen miles of their town 
they have worked themselves up to 
tho belief that the disease was at 
their doors, and that Lima would 
have an epidemic. 


A meeting of the Board was called 


and a notlcis drawn up and signed by 
the Board. Several hundred copies 
of the notice were printed and circu- 
lated about the town and a great 
deal of unnecessary excitement occa- 
sioned thereby. 


The notice started off in thia man- 


ner: 


"To the Citizens of Delphos:—U Is 


now an established fact that the 
dreadful scourge, smallpox,, is at our 
very doors, and that there Is every- 
thing going- to allow that our neigh- 
boring city, Lima, will necessarily 
pass through an epidemic siege." 


The Hoard then went on to say 


that every precaution against the in- 
troduction of the disease into tbeir 
town should be taken. That Is all 
right, and the Board then stated that 
arrangements had been made to vac- 
cinate those who could not afford it. 
That is all Hght and proper also. 
The board also suggeatefl that all 
decaying animal and vegetable mat- 
ter about the town be removed. 
That la als« all right for no one 
knows better than the Delphos board 
of health, that their town needed a 
cleaning up. The board then urtred 
that the citizens use great care as to 
their personal cleanliness. Now this 
is the best suggestion and the most 
sensible on the board ma.de. It Is an 
open secret that this advice of the 
board is very timely, but how are the 
residents of that village to follow it 
when their only bathing place, the 
canal, Is frozen up? The Delpbos 
Board of Health should have post- 
poned this pare of their maulfe: 
until spring. 
• The climax of the brilliant (-(tort 
of the board concludes as follows: 


"No one should go to Lima except 


In case where It Is absolutely neces- 
sary." 


'j he above not only is unjust to 


Lima but to residents of Delphos 
who have business here, and was the 
means of creating unnecessary alarm 
and anxiety among the people of the 
town where the circular was circu- 
lated. 
The 
board 
should 
not 


have acted with so much haste. 
At 


no time was tliere more than one 
case of sruull pi>x in Lima. There 
was no threatened epidemic in Lima 
at any time and there is now no 
danger from any source whatever.
